recesses in which the wild animals are emphasized against a 
painted background, depicting their natural habitats. In the 
centers are a raised platform for the giraffes and a monkey 
“rountain’. In the middle of the tent, between the semi- 
circles of cages are the fifty elephants, standing in three 
massed rows on each side of a wide public passageway. 
The whole scene is made memorable by great batteries of 
spotlights beating down from the tent dome. 

The man who conceived and designed the New York World 
Fair Futurama has waved his magic wand over the Big Show's 
midway. The side show front, the lighting, the Jines of ticket 
wagons and concession stands—all are camouflaged in 
beauty. The banners of yesterday, picturing in mediocre and 
unimaginative daubs the wonders within, are now done in 
the alluring poster art of tomorrow. Masked in by decor 
panels are the ticket wagons and the hot dog booths. The 
main entrance is a color symphony by day and a neon one 
by night. The spirit of big top fiesta seizes the circus goer 
the instant he or she sights the lot. 

The Norman Bel Geddes decor is at once apparent in the 
big top.

THE RINGLING STABLES 


By Henry Ringling North 


Bess in the early ‘80's when the youthful Ringling Brothers 
decided to become circus proprietors they were faced 
with a multitude of problems, among which none was more 
paramount than that which had to do with how best they 
might invest their modest savings in their new enterprise. On 
many items under discussion they were no doubt divided, but 
on one they were in immediate and unanimous agreement— 
the purchase of their first horse. 
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In those Horse and Buggy days of fond remembrance, the 
horse was vital not only to the circus performance but also 
to the movement of the show and at one time the great 
Ringling Circus had over five hundred horses in its stables. 
Now the movement of the circus has been largely mechanized 
to meet the requirements of our modern age, yet the glory 
and importance of the circus horse has not faded. 

Though only a few of the loyal old circus baggage horses 


remain in well-earned retirement on the 
circus farm in Peru, Indiana, here in 
winter quarters are stabled some 180 
blooded show horses from the finest 
breeding farms in America and Europe. 
Daily they are to be seen going through 
a wide variety of training exercises. 

In the ring barns and training tents 
the liberty horses are learning their new 
routines which they soon will execute 
with marvelous precision, cued only by 
the cracking of the ring master's long 
whip. Ringling liberty horses are 
probably the most beautiful in the circus 
world, as only registered saddle bred 
horses are used for these acts. Each 
winter 3- and 4-year-olds whose dams, 
sires, grand dams and grand sires ad 
infinitum have won blues at the nation’s 
leading horse shows, serve their circus 
novitiate. 

The finest high school and dressage 
horses, horses that go through a variety 
of fancy steps and gaits at the invisible 
cues of their riders, are generally 
European bred and trained. Our stables 
boast several graduates of the famous 
Spanish Riding School of Vienna, an 
institution tor equitation founded by a 
Hapsburg Emperor during the 18th 
century. These horses were bred in 
Hungary from Arab stock. 

The American saddle bred horse is 
also quite adaptable to this type of 
schooling and our great Portuguese 
trainer, Count Roberto de Vasconcellos, 
has two beautitul Kentucky bred horses 
learning the same routines accomplished 
by his Andalusian horse, Belmonte. 

The bareback riders likewise are busy 
breaking the big Percherons and 
Belgians to the easy gait that makes the 
daring tricks of their agile riders 
possible. Though as | have said, the 
day of the circus baggage horse has 
passed we still have a place in the 
performance for these working breeds 
and have recently purchased a six-horse

the thought, that the Ringlings and Barnum and Bailey—and 
now John Ringling North and his brother, Henry—have 
achieved something vital to the happiness of a nation. That 
the great circus had become one of the bulwarks of our 
country, an institution symbolizing the right of every American 
to freedom, the pursuit of happiness and to the peaceful 
way of life.

: gth of the circus. You can't have 
a Circus without elephants, and the Big Show—Ringling Bros and 
Barnum & Bailey—nowadays couldn't even move without its 
great herd of fifty, the largest assemblage of pachyderms ever 
seen in the Western Hemisphere. 

For the Ringling elephants "double in brass"—that is, they 
are workers and actors too. In addition to their old-time chores 
of shunting wagons and cages about on the lot, they now unload 
and load the four circus trains. And they do the job much faster 
than did the draft horses of former years, for an elephant, 


swinging in that loping walk that is really a gallop, moves with 


deceptive speed. One has to watch oneself at the "runs {loading 
and unloading points) to keep from being run over. The big. 
hulking creatures are here, there and everywhere in no ti 


all. They keep onlookers hopping to get “out from under. Yet 
e down. It is just their 


good will and 


me at 


there is no intent on their part to run anyon 
job they're doing, and their minds, their great 
gusto are concentrated on that alone. 


They pace the show. The swift working tempo that brings 
the city of tents into being day after day is truly set by the 
huge, amiable animals. 

Because of their performing ability and their amazing flair 
for swift, power-house labor, the Ringling elephants are, with 
only two or three exceptions, worth today $10,000 each. Some 
of them were bought for as little as $2,500, but they have 
since been educated as performers and as workers. It is also 
true that the war has stopped the importation of elephants. 
There's no cargo space for them in ships 
touching at India and other Asiatic ports. 
You must not plan to buy an elephant 
for a year or so. Make it a fox terrier. 

The heaviest of the Big Show elephants 
is Babe", who tips the scales at 10,650 
pounds, while "'Trilby'’, the tallest, weighs 
9,600 pounds. "Modoc", the best known 
of the entire herd, weighs around 10,000, and is worth $20,000 
because of her solo dancing skill and extraordinary working 
ability. But “Babe and "'Trilby" rate in all ways only a notch 
below the famous "Modoc". There are really no mediocre 
“bulls” in the herd, unless you class the two African pygmies as 
second rate pertormers, for they simply can't act. They are the 
Corse Peytons of elephantland's histrionic efforts. But they 
are unique in that they are African pygmies, and they can 
challenge even ''Modoc"’ as to their circus worth. Right now, 
with embargoes in the picture, the pygmies can write their 
own tickei—up to, say, $25,000 apiece. 

Walter McClain, veteran superintendent of elephants for 
The Greatest Show on Earth, knows his fifty four-ton charges 
like a doting father knows his children. Many of his ‘‘bulls’’ 
were with him 23 years ago. ‘'Trilby'' is the foremost of these, 
as she was with the Sells-Floto circus (later a Ringling operated 
show) when Walter joined out as a boy. ‘'Trilby’’ was in a 
middle-ring act that was unbeatable in those days. Starring 
in it was ‘'Snyder'’, a famous performer, and the father of the 
only elephants ever born in captivity in America—that is, 
with the proof on hand. There are tales of a birth here and 
there over the land in the old, brave days of many circuses, 
but nobody can quite make good on the evidence. There is, 
of course, the tale of an American born Ringling elephant, 
but there is also another tale that it was shipped into 
winter quarters at Bridgeport, Connecticut. However, Walter 
has the dope on the "'Snyder" children, and he has witnesses 

on the show to back him up. 

“Snyder'' had five babies in all, four by ''Alice" and one by 
the grand old elephant that the late Courtney Ryley Cooper 
made famous—"'Old Mom", dead these last six years. Walter 
was present when the famous ''Little Miracle’ was born. As 
was her custom, due to fear that men would harm her 
offspring, Alice tried to kill the baby the instant it was born 
Walter, Henry Bouchier and other animal experts dragged 
the infant to safety, and, believe it or not, theirs was a 
dangerous task. Then ''Alice'’ would not nurse the child. The 
show wired for experts to come to the Denver winter quarters 
and save the little elephant. They did, and compounded a 
milk drink that. approximated the mother's supply. As this 
was tHe third elephant born to "Alice", there was a great deal 
ot knowledge about raising elephant babies available on the 


show, but that did not save "'Little Miracle’. After six months 
the cute little pachyderm, no larger than a calf, died 
on the road. The baby had been widely 
advertised, and the show lost much money 
in posters that were no longer useable and 
in potential customers who were eager to 
see the only baby elephant to be born in 
America. But, as the man says, that's 
show business. 

Walter recalls that the fourth baby, 
"Prince Utah", was born to Alice after the show left her in the 
Salt Lake zoo. He and none of the oldtimers on the Big Show 
can recall whether ''Alice’' nursed ''Prince Utah", but all have 
the impression that she did. The zoo had all sorts of dope on 
"Alice's'', children, plenty of time and space to care for her, 
so it may be that she nursed it. 

The fifth baby was born to "Old Mom" in Sheboygan, 
Wisconsin, although a certain press agent and a large group 
of Milwaukee newspaper men collaborated in a ‘white hoax’ 
while "'Old Mom’ was laboring with the child. The first 
section of the show trains arrived in Milwaukee in the early 
morning hours. ‘Old Mom" seemed about to have her baby, 
so the papers took a chance. The elephant child was born 
that morning, according to the stories, and named 
"Milwaukee". Everybody was happy, but it is likely that 
someone wondered why the infant was not on exhibition then 


or ever. As a matter of fact, the child was born two days 
later in Sheboygan—dead. ''Old Mom" was heart broken. 
She would have nursed her child, had it lived, and there might 
today be an adult American born elephant in the Ringling 
herds, had the little fellow not been still-born. 

Good old “Trilby"’ and ''Kass"’ and "Mo" sway back and 
forth in the Big Show's elephant lines today, and doubtlessly 
mull over these unique elephant births that occurred when 
they were young and Walter, their chief, was a punk in his 
‘teens. They have been together a long 
time—Walter, ‘Trilby'’’, ‘‘Kass'’ and “Mo” 
—and whether an elephant ever forgets or 
not, they do have memories. And so has 
Walter—plenty. 

Walter remembers ''Snyder's'' tragic end. 
"Snyder'' went mad on the lot, tossed 
pole wagons, candy stands and cages of 
lions high into the air one morning in Salina, Kansas. 
"Trilby"’ was there, and the elephant men turned her loose to 
entice ''Snyder" back into the fold. ‘'Trilby'’ was then a 1920 
flapper, beautiful and glamorous, but she was that fateful 


forenoon just another darned dame to ‘'Snyder'’. He ignored 
her and squared off to charge the draft horse tents, blood 
in his eye, trunk curled high. 

But in those days, as now, neither man nor devil could harm 
a Ringling draft horse while one driver or hostler could still 
stand and give battle. The six, eight and ten-horse drivers 
and the grooms were there, lined up in Waterloo formation— 
a thin, ragged line, kneeling, pitchforks at the ready, and 
behind them a standing line, pitchforks at the charge. 

"Snyder'’ was mad, with over. a hundred National Guard 
bullets in his mighty body, but the sight of that motley double

Almost without exception the 
principles involved have been the sane; 
timing, coordination, patience, 
intelligence, courage and ambition. 
Without being able to explain precisely 
why, we were somewhat surprised to 
find that these same principles apply to 
the graduate performers in The 
Greatest Show on Earth. This was 
brought home to us last winter when we 
spent the better part of a week at the 
Sarasota training camp, or winter 
quarters, as the 200 rambling acres of 
sand and canvas are more formally 
known. 

But before this realization came to 
us we had to get used to seeing The 
Greatest Show on Earth with its hair 
down. This in itself is an experience 
worth anybody's time. All of us are so 
accustomed to the glitter and flash and 
color of the big top scene that it must 
come as something of a surprise to 
discover that even a circus may have its 
moments of repose and informality. The 
young man, aged four, who accompanied 
us, put it all in a very few words. 
Meeting a famous clown dressed in 
slacks and sweater he said: ''Where's 
your big funny nose?" For some reason 
the circus is always supposed to be 
wearing its big funny nose. In any case, 
it certainly looks different without it. 

This is one reason why you can't tell 
a Ringling Bros and Barnum & Bailey 
circus star from a laborer. Only on state 
occasions does anybody dress at winter 
quarters. There is nothing to dress for. 
This is the time for work, for hard work. 
It is the training period when the Bob 
Feller, the Joe Louis, the Lawson Little 
and the Bimelech of the big top get 
ready to defend. their championships 
as box-office attractions on a seven- 
months’ tour from coast to coast. To get 
where they are they had to be good 
and to stay where they are in the face 
of fierce competition they've got to be 

even better. Even the most gifted 
performer can't remain static. There's 
only one place they can try out new 
tricks, stunts and gags and that's at 
winter quarters. This is their class room, 
work shop and laboratory. It's here, 
after hours, days and weeks of infinite 


patience and energy-taxing ordeals, 


that the new thrillers are conceived and 
perfected. 

In a sense this phase of the circus is 
more absorbing than the finished 
spectacle itself. For somehow it's 
comforting to know the death defying 
aerialists, the amazing acrobats, the 
king of the tight wire, the tumbling 
equestrians, even the droll clowns, are 
human after all; at least as they go 
through their paces without silks and 
spangles and make-up they look as 
human and folksy as your next door 
neighbor when he comes home from 
work, puts on his house slippers and 
tunes in on his favorite radio program. 
This is why the visitor, just looking 
around at winter quarters, can't 
distinguish the superb Alfred Court 
from a Bill Butch who does odd jobs 
Clothes make 
the circus man only when the overture is 
sounded and the big show is on. 

But it isn't long before you can tell 
the difference. Over to the left, let's 
say, your eyes will settle on a young 
man and while he's dressed in ordinary 
work pants, likely as not a bit tattered, 
and a faded polo shirt, you need no 
guide to tell you he's one of the star 
performers. The way he races with 
nimble, sure feet across the tight wire, 
the way he will suddenly pause and 
throw himself high into the air in a 
twisting somersault and with no one for 
an audience except maybe a yawning 


around the cookhouse. 


cat or a drowsing dog—well, you just 
know that he isn't a Bill Butch. Pretty 
soon you tind out who he is; Hubert 
Castle, a farmer boy from Oklahoma 
who does things on the wire nobody 
ever attempted betore. Watch him 
today and you'll be convinced. 
Perhaps by now you have strolled into 
a big barn-like building. Here you will 
see an immense iron cage and inside 
will be a variety of jungle beasts, all of 
mutually hostile breed. Standing in 
front of them with a small whip and a 
stick will be a whispy, gray-haired little 
fellow in work clothes smoking a 
cigaret.

HE SPEAKS THEIR LANGUAGE

HE wild animals of the Ringling Bros and Barnum & Bailey 

Circus—those that perform in the Alfred Court mixed 
groups and those that pose and pace in the menagerie cages 
—-know Bradley Barker as they know no other human being. 
Brad, the famous imitator of animals for the movies and the 
radio, literally speaks their language. 

When Bradley imitates a lion, the Ringling colony of kings 
of beasts prick up their ears and listen. In another moment 
all of them are roaring, grunting and growling their answers. 
The same goes for the tigers, the leopards and all the other 
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cat animals. Brad can start all of the fifty elephants trumpeting 
with one call on his weird sound diffusers. He will touch off 
a battle royal in the monkey cage with a faint squeaking noise 
in his larynx. 

For quite a while Barker imitated the various animals in 
the menagerie from hiding places in the huge tent. When 
he had tested his many calls thoroughly and could get without 
fail instant jungle responses, he began to do his stuff withi" 
plain sight of the animals. Even with their eyes on him they

fell for the imitations, although they 
seemed somewhat puzzled. But not for 
long. Now, Brad seems to have been 
accepted as one of the species in all 
sections of the menagerie. 


Of all his imitations, Brad says that 
a lion stalking his prey is one of his 
easiest, but a very ditficult sound to 
roduce is the sharp trumpeting of an 
elephant. Other calls are those of the 
mother camel to its baby, and the bay 
of the baboon, the snarls of jaguars and 
pumas and the weird barking booming 
of Gargantua the Great and his bride, 
M'Toto, the world's 


gorillas. 


most famous 


Brad Barker began his career as an 
animal imitator when he was a star 
motion picture villain in the silent days 
with Billie Burke, Marguerite Clark, 
Alice Joyce, Dustin Farnum and Richard 
Barthelmess. He did his animal calls 
to amuse them and other friends. 


When talking pictures came to the 
screen, Brad saw a new field in sound, 
and he developed his natural flair for 
imitations seriously and swittly. In no 
time at all, he was Hollywood's foremost 
animal imitator, with a new and lucrative 
career well established. Soon he was 
also in demand by the radio, and these 
days he alternates the screen and the 
air waves in his work. 


Brad says it is not enough to imitate 
a certain sound his animal friends make. 
They have moods, of course, and the 
roar of a lion, for instance, may have 
ten or twelve inflections. Barker 
understands them all and reproduces 
them perfectly. 


Of course, Henrietta, Andy and 
Soudana, the Ringling Bros and Barnum 
& Bailey giraffes have the laugh on Brad. 
They have no vocal cords and can make 
no sound. He can't speak their language. 
But he can make big talk with all the 
other wild creatures—and the tame 
pets, +o00,—with the Big Show, and that's 
fun for everybody and every being with 
it. All the sixteen hundred human 
froopers with the circus get a bigger 
bang out of Brad Barker's frequent visits 
than do the animals themselves. It's

ES, this champion leads with his left. 

And he leads the finest musical organization of its kind in 
the world. Merle Evans, maestro of the Ringling Bros and 
Barnum & Bailey band directs his lads with his LEFT hand 
because his right is busy with one of the best-played cornets 
to be heard this side of Gabriel's own brass section. 

Circus bands, by and large, are taken for granted—like the 
morning paper and the milkman and the integrity of Caesar's 
wife. The spotlight that shimmers on the performing stars of 
the big show seldom shines on the musicians. Yet the music 
of the circus is the medium through which it becomes 
articulate and the band is the bright, spangled frame upon 
which the exciting pattern of the performance is stretched. 

Evans recruits his men from the best of musical organizations 
and schools, but holding down a chair in this circus band is one 
of the most difficult assignments in music. Two three-hour 
stretches of steady playing preceded by thirty-minute 
concerts every day make the fabulous labors of Paul Bunyan 
and of John Henry seem mere child's play by comparison. 
Circus musicians not only have to be well-grounded in music; 
they face a tough physical grind. Hardest item on the big-top 
musician's slate is the gallop, played one to the bar where 
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two are written. Gallops rendered at a breath-taking tempo 
add that special zest and flavor to the circus music menu. 

Running the musical gamut from the difficult classical 
numbers to the latest popular tunes intermingled with waltzes, 
schottisches, tangos, rhumbas, cakewalks and polkas, the 
surging allegro of the Evans cornet has echoed from the shores 
of the Atlantic to the snow-capped peaks of the high Sierras 
steadily since 1919 when first he took up the baton of The 
Greatest Show on Earth. His band plays upwards of 175 cues 
each performance. Nobody except Merle Evans ever has led 
the band of the combined Ringling Bros and Barnum & Bailey 
shows and nobody else in the whole realm of Orpheus has 
such a record. Cartoonist Robert Ripley pictured him a year 
ago when he concluded his twenty-first season as bandmaster 
for the Big Show without ever having missed a performance. 

Thousands of winter visitors to St. Petersburg see and hear 
Merle Evans as guest cosductor of the fine municipal concert 
band in this haven of beauty and sunshine and hospitality on 
Florida's west coast. 

His circus band is the only one ever to make phonograph 
recordings. Columbia records of the Ringling Bros and Barnum

Thoroughbred and hunter bred horses 
are used by the circus for its jumpers 
and these may be seen daily at work in 
the outdoor arena, where the show 
horses are also worked. 

In addition to the scores of horses 
that perform routines in the 
performance, the circus maintains a 
separate and distinct show _ stable 
where some of the finest horses of 
this type in the country are quartered. 
Included in this department are three- 
and five-gaited horses, fine and heavy 
harness horses, hackney ponies and 
hackney horses and the most colorful 
of all show horses, the roadsters. 

During the winter months these blue 
ribbon winning blue bloods travel in 
state to the various Florida horse shows, 
but in the summer they return to their 
roles of circus troupers.

seem as attractive as the circumstances under which you 
will be reading these words; nothing quite so dull as 
the circumstances under which they are being written. 

My friends, the brothers North, who run the circus, haven't 
shown me a program for this year, so | don't really know what 
I'm missing—and you're seeing, you lucky guy, you fortunate 
gal. But there are so many things about the circus that are 
constant and traditional that | can always have a roaring good 
time even without any new stuff. As a third-generation circus 
fan | have every right and reason to expect to find old friends 
among the sights and sounds and smells, but | quess you know 
that as well as | do. 

Of course there have been changes, not only in the circus 
but in me. | had the good fortune to see my first circuses in a 
small town in Pennsylvania. The train or trains would be due 
at four a. m., which of course meant that | would be dressed 
at three. Not only would | be dressed, but how! Either in 
leather cowboy chaps and sombrero, or whipcord breeches, 
for | always made a point of greeting the circus on the back 
of my Shetland pony. The reason for that was that | quite 
understandably wanted people to think | had some official 
connection with the circus, and when | remind you that | once 
rode Buffalo Bill's horse maybe you will agree that I was 
justified. The farmers who had come to town to see the circus 
unload and to watch the big free street parade would eye 
me with what | still like to think was envy and awe, asking me 
questions about which line the train was coming in on—the 
Pennsy or the Reading—and generally making me feel that 
_| was at least a part owner. When finally the train arrived | got 
considerably less attention, but I'd had my moment and 
besides | wanted to watch the unloading too. Well, | can't 
quite see myself on a Shetland, watching the unloading today. 
For that matter | can't imagine getting up at three a. m. 
Staying up, yes, but not getting up! 

Through family connections—the Ringlings always politely 
pretended to know the O'Hara's—I occasionally was 
permitted to wander about the lot, getting in the way, but 
learning to notice small things that | still look for. For instance, 
even now when | go visiting | always have an eye out for— 
guess what. For wagons with |16-spoke wheels. They don't 
make |6-spoke wheels any more, but when they made them 
they made them to last, and I'm sure if you have nothing 
better to do than to go around counting the spokes on wagon 
wheels you will find one or two wagons with 16-spokers. | 
don't know why | remember this, but | do. Another thing | 
always look for and find more frequently is the name of a 
Miles City, Montana, saddle-maker, stamped on the western 
saddles. He doesn't make all the western saddles, to be sure, 
but he made a lot of them and good ones, too. | am always 
fascinated by the art of a man who can handle the reins of a 
six- or eight-horse team with one hand, while he smokes a 
cigarette and brakes the wagon with his various other hands 
and feet. The patine of the English saddles used by the high 
school riders is to me truly beautiful, as beautiful almost as 
some of the equestriennes themselves. | like the unhurried, 
ambassadorial dignity of Fred Bradna, the ringmaster, as 
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in a different way | admire the sotto voce comments of the 
"talkers'’ who invite you to the sideshows. | am amazed at the 
force of the brass section of the band, as powertul and true 
at half past four as it was in the “spec. | wonder at the 
performers, with whom | have chatted backstage, and what 
it is that tells them at just what split second to enter the main 
tent. You will be talking to them about Marcel Proust or 
some other recondite subject that they know better than 
you do, and suddenly they will excuse themselves to enter 
the main tent. They don't carry watches, they can't hear 
music cues, and the previous acts have not yet left the arena; 
but somehow they always know just when they are to go on. 
Naturally | long since have given up trying to figure out how 
the circus gets unloaded, set up, fed, and performed, fed, 
performed, struck, and re-loaded. | concede that it happens 
almost every day. | even believe it. But | flunked trigonometry 
in prep school, so | couldn't hope to figure out the organization 
genius of even the small circuses, let alone that of RBBB. 
These are a few of the things I notice when | go to the circus, 
notice, or look for. What with noticing and looking for these 
things, as well as watching the circus like any normal human 
being, | have a busy time. 

Well, as | write it's a wintry New York day, and I wish | 
were where this is being read, instead of writing it. But 
maybe | will be seeing the Greatest Show the very day you 
read this. Last year the circus gave me a complete usher's 
uniform, so if you encounter a man in an usher's uniform who 
can’t tell you where you are supposed to sit and doesn't even 
seem to care, that will be me—and please don't pass the 
children any of my bad grammar. Have a good time, and stay 
for the cowboys.:

line of horse lovers gave him pause. Wild with pain, mind 
at "Snyder'’ was still a trouper. He had been cain the 
big top for a long while, and he knew where real hell would 
greet him full faced if he even so much as trumpeted 


menacingly at the show's horses. The 
great bull elephant halted, carefully 
looked over the horse tent battle 
formation—turned and charged into 
the fire of a .30-30 big game gun and 
sudden death. One shot hit him over 
the eye, the right eye, and dropped 
him cold. It was Frank Gentry who 
pumped that rifle, but the one steel slug in the brain did the 
tragic job. Men who had cared for "Snyder" year after year 
and men and girl performers who had fed him tidbits for years 
stood around that huge, sprawling body and cried—and so did 
Walter. And so did Frank Gentry, who had the safety of 
thousands of people on the lot to guard. 

lt is frightening to think what fifty elephants could do if 
they wished any human harm. They don't. They are the most 
even tempered, willing, great hearted creatures on God's 
footstool. They ever wish to please man. They are amiable, 
no matter how goaded or driven. They are so admirable 
that one often wonders why their example has no more-potent 
effect on man. Elephants really should inspire all of us, 
especially as to team work and good will. But, as Walter 
McClain says, elephants must be handled by men ot 


“understanding. Place strange elephants side by side and you 


may start a riot. Separate two elephant pals in the lines and 
you have another insurrection. Let Walter try to feed his 
50 “bulls'’ any of the discarded green choice morsels of 
Gargantua the Great, the famous Ringling gorilla, and the 
trumpeting and stamping and lunging of the herd is alarming. 
Down through the tenturies comes the elephant's deep and 
instinctive abberrence of a gorilla, and yet no Asiatic 
elephant ever had a possible chance to know a gorilla, except 
a captive one. It is doubtful if even the African elephants— 
the pygmies of the Ringling herd—could ever meet a gorilla 
face to face in Africa, for the gorilla hails from the Belgian 
Congo and the Belgian Congo only. The gorilla comes from 
no other place in the great, wide world. The pygmies live in 
French Equatorial Africa, quite a hike away. 

We all know that elephants eat a bale of hay a day, that 
they can be scared by small animals darting through their 
lines, such as dogs and even mice. We know that they like 
peanuts, and that they have really given tremendous impetus 
to the peanut industry of America. We also know that the 
Ringling elephants have probably eaten within the last sixty 
years a pile of peanuts as large as Mount Vesuvius. End to 
end they might stretch from New York to Terra del Fuego and 
back or they might not. Who cares? 

But the point, if any, in mind is that the Big Show elephants 
are just about the finest creatures around The Greatest Show 
on Earth, although there are hundreds of truly splendid people
